Of Appeal 


The American National Red 
Cross in a letter addressed to 
Harry W. Kull, Pettis County 
chapter chairman, has made 
an appeal to the chapter com­ 
munity for funds to be used in 
relief of the one million people 
affected by Hurricane Betsy in 
the Gulf states. Over 14 million 
dollars will be required by Red 
Cross to rehabilitate some 33,-

SAIGON, South Viet Nam (/P)—North Viet 
Nam’s Communist leaders believe the protests in 
the United States against American involvement 
in Viet Nam may force the United States to quit 
the war, informed sources said today. 
The Communists are deriving "undue com­ 
fort” from the protests, said one recent visitor to 
Hanoi who spoke with officials there. 
‘T hey 
have 
become 
victims 
of 
their 
own 
propaganda,” he said. 
Despite the massive U.S. mili­ 
tary buildup in South Viet Nam, 
the Communists apparently feel 
the U.S. government may back 
down on its commitment be­ 
cause of opposition in America 
to the Vietnamese war. 
Many in Saigon regard this as 
one reason why North Viet Nam 
has refused to be drawn into 
peace talks and has appeared to 
stiffen its resistance to negotia­ 
tions. 
Some observers see signs that 
the North Vietnamese interpret 
the demonstrations as indica­ 
tions that President Johnson 
may be losing popular .support 
for his Vietnamese policy, or 
never had this support. 
“ It is easy to understand how 
this can 
happen,” 
said 
one 
source. “The people in North 
Viet Nam have been cut off 
from the rest of the world for 
years. They are told only what 
the government wants them to 
know.” 
Another 
observer 
said 
the 
North Vietnamese are equating 
the opposition in the United 
States with the wave of antiwar 
feeling that swept France be­ 
fore the French pulled out of 
Indochina in 1954. He said the 
North Vietnamese believe that 
the opposition at home played a 
major part in France’s defeat.

Guidelines Important In Government 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (AP) — Guide- 
lines have become a key in­ 
gredient in today’s mix of gov­ 
ernment, 
business 
and 
labor 
activities. 
And the guidelines 
may be in for revision. They cer- 
lainlv have brought conflict into 
the open on several fronts in 
recent days. 
Both government 
and busi­ 
ness appear of late to be re­ 
considering their stands — or at 
least their methods of living 
with 
the 
guidelines. 
Labor 
sometimes has ignored, at oth­ 
ers deplored, application of the 
guidelines to its wage policies. 
Government guidelines, now 
some three years old, are main­ 
ly in these fields: 
1. 
Pricing 
of 
industry’s 
products, with government in­ 
terest spurred by increased fear 
of late of future inflation. 
2. Wages, with the federal ad­ 
ministration striving to discour­ 
age big pay scale boosts that 
I could set off another wage-price 
spiral. 
3. Interest rates, with Wash­ 
ington anxious to hold them 
down to encourage further busi­ 
ness expansion and consumer 
buying, and the banks openly 
chafing 
now 
because 
soaring 
demands for loans are running 
up against rising costs of luring 
more savings into their vaults j 
with which to meet the loan de­ 
mands. 
4. Corporate investment over­ 
seas. with the government urg­ 
ing business to bring back as 
many dollars as possible and to 
cut back spending of new dol­ 
lars abroad. 


5. Bank loans to foreign gov­ 
ernments or individuals, with 
government proposing a definite 
limit to this outflow of U.S. dol­ 
lars. 
The conflict in each interest is 
bo*h practical and theoretical. 
In the realm of theory, busi­ 
nessmen, 
bankers 
and 
labor 
leaders tend to join in opposition 
to the government interfering in 
the conduct 
of their affairs. 
Most say they prefer to stick to 
open market activity involving 
supply and demand and collec­ 
tive 
bargaining. 
The 
govern­ 
ment's theoretical stand is that 
the public interest must be pro­ 
tected and that only the govern­ 
ment can do that. 
In the realm of practice, busi­ 
ness tends to challenge both the 
arithmetic of the guidelines and 
the 
chances 
of 
obtaining 
through them the goals the gov­ 
ernment says it seeks. For ex­ 
ample, several industries con­ 
tend that the pressure to hold 
down prices is crimping profits 
to the point that investment for 


future expansion will be limited 
or unattainable. 
Guidelines 
for 
prices 
and 
wages are tied to government 
estimates of the year-to-year 
I increase in the output of goods 
per man hour of labor. Business 
ideas of the size of this in 
creased productivity are usually 
quite different from those ad­ 
vanced by the government. And 
labor’s 
ideas 
differ 
sharply 
from both.

Althoug h badly 
dam ag ed, sources said, enoug h 
of the fuselag e was left to raise 
the possibility that the Commu­ 
nists mig ht be able to salvag e j 
from it some of the electronic 
“ black boxes” which m ake the 
Intruder able to operate in all 
kinds of w eather, day and nig ht, 
and to pinpoint moving or fixed 
targ ets. 
With this in mind, U.S. com­ 
m anders sent other warplanes 
to destroy the rem ains of the 
downed Intruder.

aren’t g oing to contribute if they 
don’t have someone of Barry 
Goldwater’s philosophy.”

Arizona’s GOP chairm an, H ar­ 
ry Rosenzweig , long a close 
friend of the party’s 19 6 4 presi­ 
dential nominee, said he has 
seen no evidence of Birch ef­ 
forts to infiltrate the party.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Anti- 
draft 
demonstrations 
which 
touched off thundering denun­ 
ciations in the Senate appear 
unlikely to lead to any new leg­ 
islation at this time to deal with 
the demonstrators. 
Senator after senator arose 
Monday to denounce the young 
men who have destroyed draft 
cards and have joined in in­ 
structing 
their 
youthful 
col­ 
leagues on how to avoid mili 
tary service by taking drugs or 
feigning 
illness 
as a 
protest 
against U.S. policies in Viet 
Nam. 
The consensus of the Senate 
speakers was that these individ 
uals not only were disgracing 
the country hut were giving Ha­ 
noi and Peking a false impres­ 


sion that there is significant op­ 
position to President Johnson’s 
course. 
The President took this view­ 
point and it w'as echoed at the 
State Department. 
Sen. Richard B. Ritssell, D 
Ga., chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, said 
the 
country w>as paving "a terrible 
price” for the freedom to dem 
onstrate. He added that "we 
must find some manner to deal 
with it.” 
He offered no new proposal 
beyond recent legislation mak 
ing it a crime to destroy draft 
cards. 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D- 
Ohio, called for action on his bill 
to make it a federal crime to 
interfere with "the performance 


of duty by any organization,! 
unit or member of, or shipment 
or transportation of any sup­ 
plies or materiel to or for the 
use of, any of the military or 
naval forces of the U n i t e d 
States.” 
Sen. Thomas H. Kuchel, R- 
Calif., noted that demonstrators 
had thrown themselves on rail­ 
road tracks in attempts to pre­ 
vent passage of troop and sup­ 
ply trains in California. He an­ 
nounced support of Lausche’s 
hill. 
There was no immediate an­ 
swer from Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenbach to a suggestion bv 
Sen. 
Donald 
Russell, 
D-S.C., 
that those who provided lists of 
ways to avoid being drafted be 
.prosecuted under existing laws. 


Russell said in a letter to Kat­ 
zenbach he believed this can be 
done. He said if the attorney 
general doesn’t think the law is 
broad enough to cover the mat­ 
ter, he would be glad to sponsor 
new legislation. 
With Congress moving toward 
possible adjournment this week, 
there was no sign that it would 
act at least until next year. 
Most of 
the 
senators who 
voiced criticisms of the anti­ 
draft demonstrators were care­ 
ful to say that they recognize 
the constitutional right of peace­ 
ful assembly, petition and free 
speech. 
But Kuchel said the demon­ 
strators and those who advised 
on how to beat the draft had 
gone "far beyond the pale of 


reasonable or rational constitu-1 
tional discussion or opinion."
